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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Th©  work  of  medical  inspection  during  the  past  year 
has  been  necessarily  curtailed.  The  departure  ox  Dr. 
Spence  on  active  service  put  a stop  to  the  routine  inspection 
of  groups,  and  consequently  the  figures  for  the  year  deal 
with  the  “ Leavers’  Group,”  which  was  completed,  and  part 
of  the  “ Entrants,”  which  is  incomplete  to  the  extent  of 
about  one-third.  The  re-examination  of  the  children  found 
defective  v.’as  also  inteilered  with,  as  was  also  the  work 
of  the  School  Nurses  in  following  up  defectives  and  home 
visiting  hy  reason  of  shortness  and  changes  in  the  staff 
of  nurses. 

A total  of  1,544  children  have  been  examined  at  the 
routine  medical  inspection.  Of  this  number,  611  are 
entrants  and  933  leavers.  The  number  of  parents  who 
availed  themselves  of  the  invitation  to  be  present  at  the 
examination  of  their  children  is  less  than  formerly,  viz., 
298  for  the  infant  group  and  277  for  the  leavers’  group, 
making  a total  of  575  parents  interviev>^ed.  This  may 
partly  be  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  mothers  who  are 
now  out  at  work  who  were  not  formerly  thus  engaged. 
87  visits  to  the  schools  were  made  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers,  and  236  visits  to  schools  were  made  by  the  School 
Nurses.  42.5  per  cent,  of  the  defects  for  which  treat- 
ment was  considered  necessary  have  been  treated. 
Compared  with  the  previous  year  this  figure  shows  a 
falling  off,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  unavoidable 
interference  with  the  work  of  the  following  up  and  re- 
examination, and  also  63*  the  absence  of  both  parents 
from  home  in  many  instances.  The  table  of  treatment 
of  defects  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  defects 
unon  which  no  report  is  available.  The  increase 
may  be  said  to  be  due  to  similar  circumstances.  The 
School  Nurses  made  1,364  visits  to  the  homes  of  children 
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suffering'  from  defects,  and  the  School  Medical  Officei’s 
made  115  re-t'xam illations  of  children  found  to  have 
defects  during  the  routine  inspection. 

The  figures  for  the  j’-ear  show  a lower  percentage  of 
treatment  for  defects  of  the  teeth,  which  is  due  largely 
to  the  total  figures  containing  a smaller  percentage  of 
entrants,  for  whom  essentially  the  treatment  is  provided. 

About  one-third  of  the  children  suffering  from 
enlarged  tonsils  have  obtained  treatment,  of  which  number 
about  one-third  have  been  cured  by  operation.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 


RINGAVOEM. 


148  cases  of  ringwonn  of  all  varieties  were  dealt  with 
<luring  the  year,  of  which  85  were  children  suffering  from 
•'ingworm  of  the  scalp,  who  were  excluded  from  schools 
for  periods  varying  from  7 to  336  days,  or  an  average  of 
127  days  for  each  child  affiected.  Taking  414  as  the 
average  number  of  sessions  on  which  schools  were  open 
during  the  j^ear,  the  number  of  sessions  lost  on 
account  of  this  disease  alone  amounts  to  the  large 
total  of  12,336,  an  average  for  each  child  affected  of  145 
sessions.  The  need  therefore  for  a quicker  method  of 
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treatment  of  tlie  disease  is  clearly  indicated.  This  I am 
of  opinion  "n'ould  be  broii.^ht  about  by  the  adoption  of 
X-ray  therapy,  the  ordinary  method  of  treatment  having 
apparently  little  or  no  curative  effect  on  ringworm  of 
the  scalp. 


SCABIES. 

This  filthy  disease,  originally  introduced  to  the  City 
by  soldiers  on  furlough  in  the  early  period  of  the  War, 
has  been  kept  active,  both  by  the  same  circumstances  and 
by  direct  transmission  from  child  to  child.  During  the 
year  88  children  suffering  from  this  disease  have  been 
excluded  for  periods  varying  from  7 to  91  days,  an  average 
of  32  days  for  each  child  affected.  The  total  number  of 
sessions  lost  on  account  of  this  disease  is  3,182,  an  average 
for  each  child  affected  of  35  sessions.  It  is  found  that  in 
towns  where  facilities  for  the  proper  cleansing  of  these 
children  and  sterilisation  of  the  infected  clothing  are  avail- 
able, the  course  of  the  disease,  and  consequently  the  period 
of  exclusion  from  school,  may  be  considerably  curtailed, 
and  the  spread  of  the  disease,  which  is  most  prevalent 
in  poor  and  unsatisfactory  homes,  can  be  controlled. 


ACUTE  CONTAGIOUS  CONJUNCTIVITIS. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  October  cases  of  this  disease 
made  their  appearance  in  schools,  particularly  in  the 
Caldewgate  district.  The  disease  spread  favourably  by 
direct  infection,  the  cases  increasing  during  November 
and  the  earlier  part  of  December,  but  declining  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.  During  the  latter  three  months  of 
the  year  70  cases  of  the  disease  were  seen  and  treated  at 
the  Clinic,  the  children  affected  making  a total  of  863 
attendances  for  treatment. 
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CLASSES  FOE  DELICATE  CHILDREINL 

The  number  on  the  register  at  the  Denton  Holme 
Class  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  IT.  IT  new  cases 
were  admitted  during  the  year  and  12  children  were 
discharged,  leaving  22  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Of  dhose  discharged,  5 returned  to  the  ordinary 
schools,  4 were  sent  to  the  sanatorium — 2 of  Vt^hom  have 
since  returned  to  the  ordinary  school — 1 was  transferred 
to  Newtown  D.C.,  1 admitted  to  the  Infirmary,  and  I 
went  into  the  country  to  live. 

With  regard  to  the  Newtown  Class,  during  the  period 
of  the  year  for  which  figures  are  available  28  children 
attended,  8 children  have  been  discharged — 2 of  whom 
returned  to  the  ordinary  schools — 2 left  on  attaining 
leaving  age,  2 were  discharged  as  unsatisfactory,  I was 
sent  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  1 was  admitted  to  the 
Infirmary,  leaving  20  on  the  register. 

Dr.  Spence  visited  both  schools  at  intervals  for  the 
purpose  of  examination  and  inspection.

The  Cottage  Home,  owing  to  removal  from  Cum- 
divock,  was  only  open  during  six  months.  Special 
nourishment  has  been  given  to  6 children,  and  21  children 
have  been  dealt  with  in  other  ways. 


Return  of  Defects  found  in  the  Course  of  Medical  Inspection. 
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Note. — Owing  to  the  alteration  in  form  in  which  the  Board  of  Education  now  deeire  the  return  of  defects  found  in  the  course  of  medical  inspection,  with  the 
exception  of  Malnutrition,  Defective  Vision  and  Squint,  and  Enlarged  Tonsils,  it  hae  been  impracticable  for  the  period  under  review  to  show  separately, 
cases  requiring  treatment  or  observation  only,  but  with  these  exceptions  it  may  be  taken  that  the  defects  enumerated  have  either  been  referred  for 
treatment  or  advice  given  to  the  parents. 
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THE  SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

During:  the  year  the  Inspection  Clinic  was  open  each 
Monday'  and  Thursday  except  in  the  month  of  July, 
when  the  schools  were  closed  ; and  during  the  last  quarter, 
when  Dr.  Heard  found  that  owing  to  the  absence  of  Dr. 
vSpence  he  was  iinable  to  devote  two  half-days  per  week 
to  this  work.  The  whole  of  the  work  was  therefore  dealt 
with  on  Thursday  mornings  as  far  as  practicable.  913 
new  cases  have  been  examined,  and  1,744  re-examinations 
of  defective  children  have  been  made. 

TREATMENT  CLINIC. 

597  children  have  received  treatment  at  the  Clinic, 
during  which  8,763  attendances  were  made  by  the  children, 
giving  an  average  of  34  upon  each  day  the  Clinic  has  been 
open,  the  maximum  attendance  for  treatment  on  one 
morning  being  72,  and  the  average  attendance  per  case 
15  days.  The  large  number  of  children  attending  has 
necessitated  the  services  of  two  nurses,  and  a great  amount 
of  valuable  work  has  thus  been  carried  out  and  additional 
demonstrations  have  been  given  by  the  nurses  to  parents 
concerning  the  most  suitable  methods  of  treating  minor 
ailments  at  home.  The  accompanying  tables  summarise 
+he  attendances  and  results  of  treatment.  •

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC. 

Fiifortunately  tlie  further  examination  of  children 
found  during  routine  inspection  to  be  suft’ering  from 
errors  of  refi-action  and  other  internal  eye  defects  has  had 
to  be  suspended,  and  as  a result  in  only  a few  cases  have 
children  suffering  fiom  defective  vision  and  squint 
obtained  treatment. 


DENTAL  CLINIC. 

Mr.  Taylor,  L.D.S.,  points  out  that  during  the 
present  crisis  the  time  at  his  disposal  is  scant,  either  for 
writing  a report  or  even  a criticism  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  past  year,  yet  he  feels  that  some  comment  is 
essential,  as  the  fact  that  out  of  587  iieAv  cases  exa.mined 
only  6 children  were  found  to  have  teeth  free  from  caries 
sliows  the  need  for  dental  interference,  and  the  necessity 
of  the  further  following  up  is  also  borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  on  re-examination  77  per  cent,  only  of  the  permanent 
teeth  were  found  to  he  sound. 

This  percentage  is  somewhat  lower  than  last  year, 
but  the  difference  is  contributed  to  by  the  fact  that  the 
total  includes  figures  relating  to  those  cases  for  which 
treatment  was  previously  refused,  and  which  again  came 
up  for  routine  inspection. 

In  many  instances  the  parents  reconsidered  their 
former  decision  and  sent  their  children  to  the  Clinic  for 
treatment.  There  ai'e,  however,  unfortunately  a large 
number  of  parents  who  neither  avail  themselves  of  the 
gratuitous  treatment  ofiered  nor  take  their  child  to  their 
private  dentist,  Avith  the  result  that  the  mischief  discovered 
tends  to  become  exaggerated  iintil  conservative  dentistry 
becomes  impossible,  and  the  health  of  the  child  is  under- 
mined by  the  constant  absorption  of  matter  from  the  gums 
and  tooth  sockets. 

One  or  two  remarks  on  the  smaller  percentage  of  the 
treatment  are  necessary.  The  percentage  loss  has 
been  to  some  extent  unavoidable,  by  reason  of  more 
time  haAung  to  be  spent  in  the  schools  for  the  purpose 
of  re-examinations,  and  also  by  reason  of  the  departure 
of  Dr.  Spence  on  active  service. 

The  absence  of  Dr.  Spence  has  been  a great  loss, 
both  with  regard  to  arrangements  for  the  work  and  also 
in  respect  of  the  treatment. 
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The  impracticability  of  Dr.  Beard  attending  at 
eveiy  dental  clinic  has  rendemd  it  difficult  to  complete 
the  treatment  required  for  the  more  complicated  cases  at 
a single  visit.  Fillingis  had  to  be  undertaken  separately, 
and  then  a collection  of  cases  for  extractions  made  for 
certain  days.  This  arrangement  has  had  a tendency  to 
limit  the  value  of  the  work  done,  as  a second  appointment 
has  thus  had  to  be  made,  and  in  a number  of  instances 
this  second  appointment  was  not  kept.
